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The  Donnelly  Family 


It  is  unlikely  that  there  will  ever  be  an  accurate  determination  of  the  origins  of  that 
Peter  Donnelly  who  appeared  in  New  York  Colony  in  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century  and  settled,  just  before  the  Revolution,  at  Newburgh.  His  immediate  descendants, 
even,  were  not  in  agreement  on  whether  he  came  from  Dublin  or  Belfast.  Secondly,  he 
was  Church  of  England  and  thus  not  traceable  in  the  lists  of  the  Presbyterian  Scotch-Irish 
migrations  of  the  period.  Finally,  the  destruction  of  vital  records  in  the  Dublin 
Courthouse  fire  removed  the  chief  source  of  Irish  genealogical  material  and  has  forced 
recourse  to  scattered  parish  registers  which,  where  extant,  are  far  from  complete. 

Dependence  is  placed  for  background,  then,  on  the  accounts  of  his  grandchildren, 
which  they  in  turn  had  from  their  parents,  for  the  years  prior  to  his  marriage  in  1763.  His 
gravestone  attests  the  fact  that  he  was  bom  in  the  summer  of  1 720,  and  it  is  probable  that 
his  birthplace  was  Dublin,  since  two  grandchildren,  independently,  agree  on  this  city.  He 
was  schooled  there  and  family  tradition  varies  from  “a  liberal  education”  to  a  Trinity 
College  degree.  It  is  improbable  that  he  had  either,  but  immediately  after  his  marriage  he 
opened  a  shop  in  his  trade  -  leather-curing  -  and  he  may  well  have  served  his 
apprenticeship  in  his  native  city.  (A  search  if  Trinity  College  records  listed  Peter 
Donnelly  neither  as  a  pupil  nor  a  teacher  there). 

His  grandson  says  “he  traveled  through  a  great  deal  of  Europe,  particularly  France  and 
Spain.”  His  granddaughter  says  that  he  “went  to  Spain  in  search  of  his  brother,  who  he 
found  had  been  shipwrecked  and  lost  on  the  coast,  and  remained  there  three  years.  He 
entered  the  army,  fought  in  some  battle  or  battles,  came  to  this  country,  entered  the  army 
and  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Bloody  Pond.”  That  he  was  in  Spain  seems  reasonable,  that 
he  served  in  the  army  in  Europe  possible  but  not  certain.  Bloody  Pond  was  fought  in 
1755,  and  he  could  easily  have  been  there.  The  same  granddaughter  continues  her 
narrative:  “When  he  first  went  to  Fort  William  Henry  in  the  defence  of  which  by  the 
Colonials  the  battle  of  Bloody  Pond  was  an  incident,  “he  and  two  of  his  companions  went 
a  short  distance  from  the  fort  to  see  a  family  whom  they  knew.  They  were  unarmed  and 
not  knowing  there  were  any  Indians  about  were  surprised  to  find  the  family  had  all  been 
murdered,  had  been  killed  with  a  tomahawk  and  scalped.  They  started  for  the  fort  and 
met  the  savages  face  to  face.  They  fired  and  shot  Grandfather  in  the  side.  As  they  turned 
one  of  the  savages  threw  his  tomahawk  and  it  struck  Grandfather  in  the  shoulder,  making 
a  severe  wound.  One  of  the  other  men  was  killed  by  the  savages,  when  a  party  from  the 
fort  came  to  their  relief.  They  captured  two  of  the  Indians  and  I  think  some  were  killed  on 
both  sides.” 

“At  the  close  of  the  War”  -  the  Old  French  War  -  “Peter  Donnelly  settled  in  New 
York,  bought  property  in  Maiden  Lane,  and  had  his  currier  shop  in  the  next  street.”  This 
would  have  been  about  1760.  It  is  possible  but  unlikely  that  Peter  Donnelly  was  the  Peter 
Donnelly  to  whom  Documents  of  Secretary  of  State’s  Office,  vol.  90,  pp.  130-1,  show 
that  a  pardon  was  granted,  on  22  May  1762,  in  association  with  Abraham  van  Ormen, 
John  Lichens,  Mary  White,  et  al.,  “on  the  condition  that  the  men  enlist  in  the  army  or 
navy  and  that  the  woman  quit  and  never  return  to  the  province  of  New  York”.  It  is 


improbable  because  in  the  following  year  identifiable  records  of  Peter  Donnelly  appear 
and  continue  to  his  death,  and  these  indicate  that  he  did  not,  after  May  1762  and  before 
August  1763,  serve  in  either  the  army  or  navy. 

(1)  Peter  Donnelly  married  in  Westchester  County,  New  York,  19  August  1763,  Elenor, 
daughter  of  Roger  and  Jane  Harding  Magragh,  of  New  York,  who  was  bom  3  June  1747, 
and  died  at  her  home  in  Newburgh,  New  York,  17  May  1819,  aged  71  years,  1 1  months, 
14  days.  Their  granddaughter,  calling  her  Eleanor  McGraw,  and  observing  she  was 
fifteen  years  old  and  he  forty-one,  says  that  she  was  “the  daughter  of  Roger  who  came 
from  Belfast  with  Sir  William  Johnson,  who  was  his  warm  friend  as  long  as  Grandfather 
lived.  Grandfather  McGraw  settled  also  in  New  York.  He  married  Jane  Harden,  a  native 
of  Londonderry,  who  came  to  this  country  when  she  was  thirteen  years  old.  Her  parents 
were  Scotch-Irish,  and  her  grandfather  was  one  of  the  defenders  of  the  city  of  Derry  and 
lived  to  a  great  age,  receiving  great  honor  from  his  countrymen”.  Elenor  inherited  from 
her  father  a  table  which  her  granddaughter,  Mary  E.  Donnelly  bequeathed  to  the 
Historical  Society  of  Newburgh  Bay  and  the  Highlands  and  which,  in  1935,  served  as  a 
center  table  in  the  meeting  room  of  the  Society  in  the  Newburgh  Public  Library  building. 
“At  the  time  of  the  Revolution,  when  the  British  fleet  sailed  up  the  Hudson,  the  table  was 
hidden  by  the  Donnellys  in  the  woods  on  what  is  now  the  Van  Duzer  place”.  The  same 
granddaughter  says  that  “at  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolutionary  War  Peter  Donnelly 
took  sides  with  the  Colonies.  He  was  so  conspicuous  as  a  rebel  that  New  York  soon 
became  too  hot  for  him,  and  he  began  to  look  about  for  a  place  to  take  his  family  to.  He 
bought  lands  in  Newburgh,  then  a  village  of  fifteen  houses,  and  moving  his  family  just  in 
time  to  save  himself  from  being  put  in  the  Provost  where  many  of  his  friends  were 
imprisoned”.  He  bought  in  1774,  lots  designated  as  Nos  6  and  18,  on  the  Glebe,  which 
had  been  conveyed  in  1768  by  Cadwalader  Colden  to  Joseph  Albertson,  cordwainer,  and 
which  passed  in  turn  from  Albertson  to  Donnelly.  The  family  lived  on  King  (now 
Liberty)  Street,  south  of  Broad  Street,  in  the  old  Albertson  house  which  later  became  392 
Liberty  Street.  Albertson  had  used  the  house  as  a  “very  good  and  well-ordered  tavern”.  It 
was  one  of  the  first  built  at  Newburgh,  “all  hewn  timbers,  one  side  smooth  enough  to  nail 
on  siding  which  was  split  oak  about  three  feet  long.  The  shingles  were  the  same.  In  the 
attic  the  bark  was  still  left  on  the  beams;  the  chimney  of  flat  stones  laid  in  loam  mortar. 
Walls  were  also  loam.  No  lime,  hair,  nor  bristles  in  it.  It  was  the  only  frame  house  in  the 
place  that  had  no  sawed  stuff  in  it.  It  had  beams  overhead  and  a  floor  watertight.  The 
kitchen  was  built  later  by  Albertson.  The  piazza  and  shutters  were  made  at  the  same  time. 
The  piazza  was  a  smart  affair  for  those  days.  It  had  a  cornice  and  neat  posts”.  The  main 
building  was  taken  down  about  1798,  but  the  kitchen  was  still  standing  sixty  years  later. 
The  property  was  more  recently  owned  by  Judge  William  Fullerton.  Peter  Donnelly  was 
one  of  the  signers  of  the  pledge,  dated  at  Newburgh,  29  April  1775,  to  observe  and 
maintain  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  both  the  Continental  and  Provincial  Congresses. 
During  the  war  soldiers,  mainly  militia,  were  quartered  at  his  house  almost  continually. 
He  was  the  first  person  to  manufacture  leather  at  Newburgh  and  during  the  war  dressed 
leather  for  the  army  in  his  shop  at  the  northwest  comer  of  Smith  and  Third  Streets.  When 
the  British  burned  Kingston  he  left  Newburgh,  with  others,  to  defend  the  forts,  and  this 
may  be  the  service  which  James  L.  Roberts  New  York  in  the  Revolution  show,  page  264, 
for  a  Peter  Donnelly  in  Captain  Uriah  Drake’s  Company,  4th  Regiment,  Ulster  County 


Militia.  He  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Episcopalian  church.  He  died  29  November 
1782,  aged  62  years,  3  months,  and  was  buried  as  was  his  wife,  in  the  middle  section  of 
the  burying-ground  at  Newburgh.  His  gravestone  inscription  reads:  “Memento  Mori  In 
memory  of  Peter  Donnelly  who  died  29  November  1782,  aet,  62  y.  and  3  mo.  Calm 
resignation  crowned  his  latest  hours;  While  death  stood  ready  to  arrest  the  power  of  flesh 
and  blood,  the  mind  serene  and  free,  bound  for  the  joys  of  immortality”.  Orange  County 
Probate  Records  do  not  mention  his  property.  At  the  Federal  Census  of  1790  his  wife, 
Elenor,  was  head  of  family  at  Newburgh,  with  four  males  under  sixteen.  She  died 
intestate,  and  the  Orange  County  Surrogate  records  a  petition  for  administration  of  her 
estate.  They  had  issue:

(2)  Thomas  Donnelly  was  bom  at  New  York,  New  York,  29  May  1764  (6  a.m.)  and 
moved  with  his  father,  about  1774,  to  Newburgh.  He  enlisted  about  1  April  1781,  for  one 
year,  in  Captain  Robert  Dunn’s  Corps  of  express  riders,  under  Colonel  Thomas 
Pickering,  quartermaster-general  of  the  Continental  Army,  and  was  attached  to  General 
Washington’s  headquarters.  Of  the  service  his  son  says  “my  father  was  bom  in  1764  and 
though  but  twelve  years  old  when  Independence  was  declared,  before  the  close  of  that 
long  conflict  he  was  often  entrusted  with  dispatches  from  Washington’s  Headquarters  to 
various  parts  of  the  country.  I  have  heard  him  say  that  he  was  twice  fired  upon  at  night 
and  narrowly  escaped  death.”  He  lived  at  Newburgh  immediately  after  the  war  and  was 
assessed  in  that  town  for  road  taxes  in  1785.  He  moved,  in  1786,  to  New  York,  and  there 
married  26  September  1786,  Ruth,  daughter  of  John  and  Ruth  Delano  Pettinger,  who  was 
bom  at  New  York,  20  March  1768,  and  died  at  Jamesville,  New  York,  7  July  1838.  Her 
son  says  of  her  that  “she  was  only  eight  ears  old  when  Independence  was  declared,  yet 
she  recollected  many  interesting  events  that  transpired  during  the  war”.  Thomas  Donnelly 
moved  from  New  York  to  Tarrytown  in  1787  or  1788,  and  was  head  of  family  there  in 
Greenburgh  Town,  at  the  Federal  Census  1790,  with  three  males  under  sixteen,  and  two 
females.  He  appears  to  have  returned  to  New  York  for  a  period,  since  two  children  were 
bom  there  in  1796  and  1797.  In  1798  he  moved  to  Albany.  Of  him  his  son-in-law  Ulysses 
Freeman  Doubleday,  wrote  in  1865  that  “he  was  an  active  intelligent  man,  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  Albany  for  many  years,  and  several  years  sergeant-at-arms  to  the  New  York 
Assembly”.  His  son  wrote  that  “my  father  kept  a  store  for  some  time  on  the  dock  in 
Albany.  He  also  owned  a  sloop.  Peter  acted  as  captain  of  it.  My  father  was  justice  of  the 
peace  for  nine  years  and  sergeant-at-arms  in  the  Assembly  for  many  years”.  He  moved  in 
1816  to  Onondaga  County,  probably  to  Jamesville,  where  he  ran  a  grist  mill,  though  he 
was,  for  a  time,  at  Canastota,  where  he  had  a  farm  north  of  the  village.  In  1833  he  moved 
from  Canastota  to  Auburn.  Ulysses  Freeman  Doubleday  continues:  “His  wife,  Ruth 


Pettinger,  acquired  in  their  latter  years  several  thousand  dollars  (about  eighty  thousand 
dollars)  from  her  brother  who  died  with  considerable  wealth  in  the  East  Indies.  The 
amount  was  left  mostly  to  the  youngest  son  James  Donnelly  who  is  partially  blind  and 
who  is  now  (1865)  residing  in  Seneca  County,  New  York”.  His  application  for  a 
Revolutionary  War  pension  was  executed  17  January  1833,  when  he  was  a  resident  of 
Cayuga  County,  New  York.  He  died  at  Jamesville,  New  York,  4  February  1835,  aged  71 
years,  8  months,  8  days,  having  issue: 

(He  was  buried  at  Jamesville  Cemetery  and  the  inscription  on  his  tombstone 
reads  “  In  memory  of  Thomas  Donnelly  who  died  Feb  4th  1835  in  the  71  year  of  his 
age.”  A  marker  of  the  National  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  shows 
“Thomas  Donnelly,  New  York  Militia.” 

The  grave  next  to  him  has  the  inscription  “In  memory  of  Ruth,  wife  of  Thomas 
Donnelly  who  died  July  7, 1838  in  the  71st  year  of  her  age.” 

His  sister  in  a  will  dated  28  November  1849  left  him  $400.  His  will  dated  at 
Manilus  26  January  1835  witnessed  by  William  Eagan,  Jacob  I.  Low  and  Nathan 
Purdy  of  Manilus  “He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Esther  Doubleday,  wife  of  Ulysses 
Doubleday  of  Auburn,  Thomas  Donnelly  and  James  Donnelly  of  Manilus,  Elizabeth 
Burckhart,  wife  of  Edgar  Burckhart,  Thomas  D.  Knower,  Cornelia  Knower, 
Cornelia  Stephens,  James  Stephens  of  Onandaga  County,  Louise  Knower,  Samuel 
Knower,  Andrew  Knower  of  Buffalo,  Sarah  Knower  of  Auburn,  Peter  Stephens  and 
George  Stephens  of  Albany,  all  next  of  kin  and  heirs  at  law  Ulysses  Doubleday  and 
William  Eagan  were  executors,  but  the  former  did  not  serve.  The  will  mentions 
Jamesville  property  sold  to  Jacob  Low  and  property  owned  near  Lamark  Mills  in 
the  town  of  Manilus.)

(19)  James  Magragh,  bom  at  Albany,  9  September  1802 

(3)  Andrew  Donnelly  (was  born  15  January  1770  6  a.m.)  married  Jane,  who  was 
bom  26  September  1772,  and  died  21  November  1851.  He  served  on  his  brother’s  sloop 
“Sally”  on  the  Hudson  River  in  1790,  and  was  living  in  Orange  County,  New  York,  in 
1819.  She  was  buried  in  the  middle  section  of  the  old  burying-ground  at  Newburgh,  New 
York.  They  had  issue: 


(20)  Eleanor,  bom  7  August  1816.

(4)  Peter  Donnelly  (was  born  23  July  1766  2  a.m.)  married,  25  June  1786,  Nancy 
Stillwell  of  Newburgh,  New  York,  at  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  New  Windsor.  In  1790 
he  was  captain  of  the  sloop  “Sally”,  on  the  Hudson  River,  in  which  he  did  a  passenger 
and  freight  business  between  New  York  and  Albany,  employing  as  hands  his  brothers 
Andrew  and  John.  Mr.  John  Maude,  an  Englishman,  visited  America  in  1790,  and  in 
1826  published  an  account  of  his  travels.  He  wrote:  “At  New  York,  Saturday,  June  21, 
1790,  5:30  p.m.  Embarked  on  Sloop  “Sally”  (Capt.  Peter  Donnelly)  70  tons  with  four 
hands,  viz,  Captain  Donnelly,  his  brothers,  Andrew  and  John,  who  was  on  board  Aden  de 
Winter’s  ship  on  memorable  October  11,  1797;  Nicholas  free  black,  steward,  cook,  and 
cabin  boy.  24  passengers.  Passage  $2.  Board  and  liquors  as  may  happen.  Passage  has 
been  made  in  16  hours,  6  minutes,  one  hour  deducted  for  landing  passengers.  Captain 
Donnelly  made  $1675  passage  money  in  one  year”.  In  1790  he  was  head  of  family  at 
Greenburgh  Town  (Tarrytown)  with  one  male  under  sixteen  and  one  female,  at  the 
Federal  Census.  He  died  of  typhus  fever,  at  Albany,  8  August  1832,  being  then  65  years 
of  age.  He  had  issue:

(5)  John  Donnelly  serve  on  his  brother’s  sloop  “Sally  “,  on  the  Hudson  River,  in  June 
1790.  (He  served  in  the  Dutch  navy  and  was  Admiral  de  Winter’s  ship  when  the 
Admiral  lost  to  the  British,  11  October  1797.) 

(6)  Jane  Donnelly  was  bom  26  September  1772,  was  living  in  Orange  County,  New 
York,  in  1819,  she  died  21  November  1851.  (Her  will,  dated  28  November  1849 
mentions  many  of  her  family.) 

(7)  James  Donnelly  was  bom  at  Newburgh,  New  York  4  November  1774  (6  a.m.)  and 
lived  there.  He  married  Roletta  Byram,  who  was  bom  in  1783  and  died  in  1850.  In  1859, 
being  then  84  years  of  age  or  more,  he  was  the  source  of  several  anecdotes  used  by 
Ruttenber  in  his  History  as  an  “oldest  citizen”  of  Newburgh.  He  had  a  tan-yard,  sunk 
about  1810  in  what  was  known  as  the  Dismal  Swamp,  which  later  became  the  property  of 
Jennings  and  McKinstry.  In  1810  he  was  an  organizer  and  member  of  the  Newburgh 
Hook  and  Ladder  Company.  He  died  in  1 864  and  is  buried,  as  is  his  wife,  in  the  old 
section  of  St.  George’s  Cemetery,  Newburgh.  He  had  issue: 

(His  will  date  26  November  1855  mentions  his  two  youngest  children  and  his  wife. 
The  son  is  forgiven  his  debts  to  his  father  and  the  residual  estate,  after  providing  for 
the  widow  during  her  life,  goes  to  the  daughter.  In  the  will  of  his  sister,  Jane,  he  is 
described  (1849)  as  being  of  Shawangunk,  Ulster  County,  New  York.  He  receive 
$600.) 


(22)  Esther,  bom  9  March  1811. 

(23)  Ruletta  Gregory,  bom  15  September  1815. 

(24)  Mary  E.,  bom  in  1820. 

(25)  Byram,  bom  in  1823. 


(8)  Henry  Donnelly  (was  born  7  May  1783)  was  living  in  Orange  County,  New  York  in 
1819.  (In  the  will  of  his  sister,  Jane,  28  November  1849,  his  daughter  is  mentioned.) 

(25.1)  Jane  Ann. 

(9)  William  Donnelly  was  a  sea-captain  and  married  Margaret,  sister  of  Colonel  John 
Mills,  of  Little  Britton,  New  York.  He  sailed  his  own  vessel  twice  to  England,  but  traded 
customarily  between  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and  New  Orleans,  where  he  was  in 
1819.  He  had  issue:

(10)  Peter  Donnelly  was  bom  at  New  York,  New  York,  16  August  1787.  He  married  at 
Albany,  New  York,  Ann  Fisher.  He  entered  the  army  “at  an  early  age”,  served  with 
distinction  in  the  War  of  1812  at  Fort  George  and  Little  York,  and  was  with  the  18th 
Regiment  at  Forty-Mile  Creek.  He  was  commissioned  1st  Lieutenant,  16th  Infantry,  27 
May  1812,  and  resigned  his  commission,  3  June  1813.  He  died  3  February  1828,  and  was 
buried  with  military  honors,  in  the  Episcopal  Burial  Ground  at  Albany.  His  gravestone 
inscription  reads:  “Captain  Peter  Donnelly,  Jr.,  who  died  February  3,  1828,  aged  40 
years,  5  months,  16  days.  Momento  Mori.” 

(1 1)  Hester  Donnelly  was  bom  at  Tarrytown,  New  York,  30  August  1788.  She  married, 

10  October  1814,  Ulysses  Freeman  Doubleday,  who  was  bom  at  New  Lebanon, 

Columbia  County,  New  York,  16  December,  1792.  (She  and  her  husband  are  show  to 
have  lived  in  1849  at  New  York,  New  York,  in  the  will  dated  28  November  1849,  of 
her  Aunt  Jane.)  He  was  son  of  Abner  Doubleday,  of  New  Lebanon,  who  served  under 
Anthony  Wayne  at  the  storming  of  West  Point.  He  wrote  :  “When  I  was  about  8  years  old 
I  was  precipitated  into  a  well  and  fractured  my  thigh  in  three  places.  I  was  compelled  to 
lie  still  on  my  back  for  over  four  weeks.  This  was  a  painful  confinement  and  when  I 
moved  around  on  crutches,  I  often  fell  straining  the  fractured  bone  and  causing  great 
agony.  This  tended  to  check  the  vivacity  of  boyhood  and  had  considerable  influence  on 
my  future  life  and  character.  I  had  great  fondness  for  numerical  calculation.  My  father 
had  access  to  a  good  circulation  library.  As  I  was  rather  infirm  in  health  I  spent  much 
time  reading  Watts  on  the  mind,  Watts’  Logic,  Shakespeare,  etc.  the  Life  of  Washington 
gave  me  a  high  opinion  of  the  occupation  of  the  printer,  and  in  my  sixteenth  year  I 
entered  as  an  apprentice  into  the  printing  establishment  of  H.  and  E.  Phinney  at 
Cooperstown,  occupying  the  days  in  business  and  much  of  the  nights  in  study.  I 
purchased  books,  employed  teachers  and  became  well  instructed  in  the  Latin  and  French 
languages.  Hard  study  deprived  me  of  social  privileges  which  rendered  me  shy  and 
bashful  till  I  had  spent  many  years  in  public  life.  My  father  died  when  I  was  in  my 
twenty-first  year,  and  my  mother  about  4  years  later.  I  went  first  to  Utica  whence  I 
volunteered  in  a  small  force  that  went  out  to  defend  Sackett’s  Harbor.  We  were  stationed

at  French  Mills  in  the  spring  of  1813  where  we  remained  a  few  weeks  till  the  breaking  up 
of  the  ice  in  Lake  Ontario  rendering  our  presence  unnecessary  and  I  returned  to  visit  my 
mother  and  family.  I  then  went  to  Troy  and  Albany.  At  the  latter  city  I  entered  into 
partnership  with  a  man  by  the  name  of  Pratt  and  arranged  to  republish  several  old  works. 
Here  I  became  acquainted  with... Hester  Donnelly,  to  whom  I  was  married  Oct.  10  1814. 

I  took  a  room  in  her  father’s  house  where  we  resided  several  months,  when  I  was  invited 
by  some  friends  of  Samuel  Young,  a  prominent  politician  of  Saratoga  Co.,  New  York,  to 
establish  a  paper  at  Ballston  Span,  and  commenced  publishing  the  Saratoga  Courier, 
afterwards  the  Saratoga  Republican.  Here  were  bom  my  first  three  children... I  moved  to 
Auburn  in  1819  with  my  family... In  Auburn  we  lost  three  infant  children  and  your  dear 
sister”  (he  was  writing  his  son)  “died  at  the  age  of  14„  praying  for  his  brother  and 
friends”.  His  brother-in-law  James  Magragh  Donnelly,  wrote  his  son,  Abner  Doubleday, 
16  October  1877:  “I  fear  I  cannot  give  you  much  information  with  regard  to  the  early  life 
of  your  father.  I  heard  him  say  he  was  bom  in  1792.  In  1812  he  was  about  20  years  old 
when  war  was  declared  against  Great  Britain.  I  think  in  that  year  he  was  working  in 
Albany  for  a  man  named  Hosford  as  a  journeyman  printer.  Flosford  kept  a  large 
bookstore  and  a  printing  establishment  in  addition.  I  think  I  heard  your  father  say  he  was 
six  months  at  Sackett’s  Harbor,  New  York,  but  whether  he  went  there  as  a  drafted  man  or 
as  a  volunteer  I  do  not  know.  He  said  there  was  a  large  force  of  British  at  Kingston  and 
said  he  thought  at  times  he  would  like  to  have  them  cross  over  and  test  his  courage.  He 
thought  he  would  have  stood  his  ground.  He  came  home,  however,  without  having  seen 
any  active  service,  as  the  enemy  did  not  advance  until  1813.  Then  they  attacked  the  place 
and  were  repulsed. .  .1  cannot  tell  you  under  what  circumstances  your  father  and  mother 
first  met,  but  it  was  in  the  city  of  Albany  in  1813.  They  were  married  in  the  autumn  of 
1814.  We  then  lived  in  Pattman  Street.  Your  grandmother  offered  them  the  upper  part  of 
our  house  for  their  residence,  and  they  accepted  the  offer.  Your  father  was  then  in 
partnership  with  Pratt.  They  published  several  books  among  which  was  an  edition  of  the 
English  Reader.  I  cannot  give  you  the  particulars  of  his  residence  in  Ballston  Spa  but  he 
moved  there  sometime  in  the  early  part  of  1815.  He  must  have  lived  there  nearly  five 
years.  He  and  his  family  occupied  the  whole  house.  The  printing  office  occupied  the 
upper  part  of  the  building.  There  was  a  stairs  both  to  the  front  and  rear.  One  led  from  the 
street  into  the  yard  and  the  other  into  the  office.  I  enjoyed  myself  very  much  while  there”. 
His  sister  Amanda  lived  with  them.  About  that  time  your  father  published  a  book  called 
“’The  Moral  Instructor’.  It  was  written  by  Dr.  James  Torry.  He  also  published  a  book 
written  by  Captain  Elisha  Freeman  who  I  think  was  a  relative  of  your  father’s...  your 
father  belonged  to  what  was  called  the  Bucktail  Party.  There  was  also  a  Clinton  paper 
published  in  the  village  called  the  Watchtower.  The  editor’s  name  was  Comstock.  He 
sold  out  the  Courier  to  Davidson  of  Saratoga  Springs.  Your  parents  were  then  in  good 
spirits.  They  wished  to  go  to  Auburn  because  it  was  a  new  and  thriving  village  and  it  was 
thought  it  would  become  a  large  place.”  They  moved  to  Auburn,  and  there  he  published 
the  Cayuga  Patriot  from  1819  to  1839.  The  Patriot  was  Auburn’s  first  newspaper  and  he 
owned  the  first  printing  press  there.  (He  was  of  Auburn  at  the  time  of  his  father-in- 
law’s  will,  28  January  1835).  He  was  a  Jackson  Democrat  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  22nd  and  24th  Congresses.  From  1837  to  1846  he  was  a  farmer  at 
Scipio,  New  York.  In  1848  he  established  a  bookselling  and  stationary  business  in  New 


York,  where  he  remained  until  1860.  She  died  in  1859,  and  he,  at  Belvedere,  Illinois,  10 
March  1866,  having  had  issue: 

(The  Cayuga  Patriot,  anti-federalist,  was  established  in  1814  by  J.  A.  Hathaway. 
Ulysses  Doubleday  bought  it  in  1819  and  sold  it  eight  years  later,  upon  becoming 
representative  to  his  partner  Isaac  Doubleday  and  Allen  founded  the  Gospel 
Advocate  in  Auburn  on  1  January  1828  Reverend  L.S.  Everett,  Universalist  as 
editor.  In  1845  Doubleday  repurchased  the  Patriot  and  transferred  it  to  Henry  M. 
Stone  and  another  partner. 

Stokes-  History  of  Cayuga  County  -  note  that  the  Patriot  was  the  first  paper  in  the 
county.  He  says  Ulysses  F.  Doubleday,  long  connected  with  the  “Patriot”  as  editor 
and  proprietor  was  distinguished  for  the  strength,  originality  and  accuracy  of  his 
mind,  for  purity  of  purpose  and  integrity  of  character.  His  readers  therefore  were 
greatly  influenced  by  his  writings,  regarding  him  as  right  in  the  printing  he 
assumed,  because  of  the  acknowledged  soundness  of  his  judgment  and  in  the 
expression  of  his  opinions,  because  of  the  acknowledged  purity  of  his  character.  He 
was  one  of  the  prominent  journalists  of  the  County.  -Maud  Donnelly  Mickelsen  - 1 
recognize  my  statement.  Please  quote  this  as  oral  tradition  only  as  given  by  Robert 
Conner  and  incorporated  as  such  in  my  paper.  Maud  D.  Mickelsen

(12)  Thomas  Donnelly  was  bom  at  Tarrytown,  New  York,  1  December  1789.  He  married 
at  New  Marlborough,  Ulster  County,  New  York,  31  March  1810,  Ruth  Wright  who  was 
bom  in  Orange  County,  New  York,  3  May  1792,  and  died  20  October  1863.  (In  the  will 
of  his  aunt,  Jane,  dated  28  November  1849  he  is  described  as  of  Lennox,  New  York. 
He  received  $250.)  Of  her  it  has  been  said:  “Ruth  was  an  excellent  cook,  had  splendid 
health,  and  was  a  very  kind  and  devoted  mother,  religious  and  with  high  moral  standards, 
but  set  the  family  back  intellectually.”  (Per  James  Magragh  Donnelly,  Per  Robert 
Conner).  He  lived  first  at  Newburgh  after  his  marriage,  was  at  Albany  in  1813,  and 
moved  from  there  about  1817  to  Jamesville,  New  York,  where  he  ran  a  grist  mill  at  the 
center  of  the  town.  He  was  living  in  Onondaga  County  in  1819,  but  moved  in  1836  to 
Canastota,  to  a  farm  north  of  the  village,  where  he  was  living  in  1846.  (At  the  time  his 
father’s  will  was  drawn  26  January  1835,  he  was  of  the  town  of  Manilus).  He  died 
there,  23  June  1854,  and  was  there  buried  in  the  Walker  Cemetery,  having  had  issue:

He  married  Emily,  daughter  of  Alexander  M.  and  Dorothy 
Rightor  Graham,  of  Otsego  County,  New  York,  who  was  bom  in  1814  and  died  in 
Michigan  in  1901.  He  lived  also  at  Jamesville,  New  York,  succeeding  his  brother  in  the 
management  of  the  grist  mill  there  in  1836.  He  invested  his  inheritance  from  his  mother’s 
estate  in  lumber  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  Seneca  Lake,  settling  at  Bennettsburg,  Hector 
Township,  Schuyler  County.  He  was  living  at  Burdett,  New  York,  in  1846.  After  the 
Civil  War,  being  then  blind,  he  moved  to  Allen,  Hillsdale  County,  Michigan,  where  he 
died  in  1880,  and  was  buried,  as  was  his  wife.  He  had  Issue:

(33)  Abner  Doubleday  was  bom  at  Ballston  Spa,  New  York,  26  June  1819.  He  was 
appointed  to  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  1  September  1838,  was  graduated  in 
1842,  and  was  brevetted  2nd  Lieutenant,  3rd  Artillery,  1  July  1842.  He  was  commissioned 
2nd  Lieutenant,  lsl  Lieutenant,  1st  Artillery,  24  February  1845.  He  served  in  the  Mexican 
War  in  Taylor’s  Army  and  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Monterey.  He  was  commissioned 
1st  Lieutenant,  1st  Artillery,  3  March  1847.  In  1852-3  he  was  a  member  of  a  commission 
investigating  claims  for  alleged  destruction  of  mines  during  the  Mexican  War.  He  was 
commissioned  Captain,  3  March  1855,  served  in  the  Seminole  War  from  1856  to  1858, 
and  from  1858  to  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  was  on  garrison  duty  at  posts  on  the 
Atlantic  coast.  He  was  in  command  at  Fort  Sumter,  in  Charleston  harbor,  at  the  outbreak 

iL 

of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  commissioned  Major  in  the  17  Infantry,  14  May  1861,  and 
served  as  such  in  the  lower  Shenandoah  Valley  and  the  defenses  of  Washington  until  he 
was  commissioned  Brigadier-General  of  Volunteers,  3  February  1862.  He  was  assigned 
to  the  command  of  a  brigade  in  McDonnell’s  corps  and  took  it  into  action  for  the  first 
time  in  a  skirmish  on  the  Rappahannock  late  in  August,  followed  shortly  after  by  the 
second  battle  of  Bull  Run.  At  the  battle  of  South  Moulton,  in  September  he  succeeded  to 
the  command  of  the  division,  when  its  chief  was  wounded,  and  in  that  capacity  took  part 
in  the  battles  of  Antietam  and  Fredericksburg.  He  was  brevetted  Lieutenant-Colonel,  17 
September  1 862,  for  gallant  and  meritorious  service  in  the  battle  of  Antietam.  He  was 
commissioned  a  Major-General  of  Volunteers,  27  November  1862,  and  placed  in 
command  of  the  First  Army  Corps.  His  division  was  in  reserve  at  Chancellorsville.  At 
Gettysburg  his  superior,  General  Reynolds,  was  killed  in  the  first  day’s  fighting,  which, 
on  the  Union  side,  was  an  effort  to  check  the  Confederates  with  such  troops  as  were 
available  until  the  full  strength  could  be  brought  up.  Doubleday  succeeded  to  the

command  of  the  corps  and  felt  that  his  actions  were  such  as  to  merit  his  permanent 
appointment  to  that  capacity.  Wadsworth,  at  a  critical  moment  in  the  first  morning’s 
fighting,  ordered  three  of  his  regiments  to  withdraw  toward  the  Lutheran  Seminary,  to 
prevent  their  being  surrounded  and  captured.  Howard,  being  fresh  in  the  field, 
misapprehended  the  retreat  of  two  of  the  regiments,  the  56th  Pennsylvania  and  the  76th 
New  York,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  First  Corps  was  giving  way  without 
justification  thus  early  in  the  day.  He  so  reported  to  Hancock,  and  this  report  was 
conveyed  at  once  to  Meade,  who  forthwith  deprived  Doubleday  of  Command  that 
evening  and  replaced  him  with  General  Newton,  a  West  Point  classmate,  reduced  him  to 
the  rank  of  division  commander,  and  by  a  special  order  of  5  July  relieved  him  from  duty 
with  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  and  ordered  him  to  report  to  the  Adjutant-General  at 
Washington.  When  the  real  facts  became  known  and  Howard’s  inaccuracy  was  disclosed, 
Meade  sought  to  make  amends  for  the  injury  he  had  done  Doubleday.  Interviewing  him 
sometime  after  at  Washington,  Meade  not  only  expressed  his  sense  of  the  humiliation  to 
which  he  had  unintentionally  subjected  Doubleday  but  urged  him  then  to  accept  another 
important  command  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  Doubleday’s  resentment  towards 
Meade  was  not  appeased  by  these  subsequent  apologies.  He  made  application  to  return  to 
the  front  but  the  War  Department  refused  his  application  on  the  ground  that  his  services 
could  not  be  spared  from  Washington  where  he  was  engaged  on  defensive  work  and 
served  on  military  commissions  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  detailed  to  organize 
and  command  the  loyal  leagues  of  Washington  City,  and,  during  Early’s  raid  close  to  the 
capitol,  commanded  the  defenses  south  of  Anacosta  Creek.  He  was  commissioned 
Lieutenant-Colonel,  17  Infantry,  Regular  Army,  20  September  1863,  was  mustered  out 
of  volunteer  service,  24  August  1865,  and  brevetted  Brigadier-General  and  Major- 
General,  United  States  Army,  for  gallant  and  meritorious  service  during  the  war.  He  was 
commissioned  Colonel,  35th  Infantry,  15  September  1867,  and  was  stationed  at  San 
Francisco,  1869-1871,  being  unassigned,  15  March  1869,  and  assigned  24th  Infantry,  15 
December  1870.  He  retired  from  the  Army,  1 1  December  1873,  and  lived,  thereafter,  at 
Mendham,  New  Jersey.  He  married,  at  Washington,  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  Hewitt,  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  His  early  schooling  was  at  Auburn  and  Cooperstown,  in  1839  he 
originated  the  game  of  baseball,  as  a  development  from  an  earlier  ball  game.  “He  was 
tall,  dignified  in  appearance  and  manner.  Quiet  and  cool  in  times  of  stress,  methodical 
and  deliberate  in  his  ways,  he  was  nicknamed  “’Forty-eight  Hours’.  His  staff  of  officers 
have  testified  to  his  retentive  memory  and  his  faculty  for  clear  statement  in  giving  orders.

Donator’s  Updates 


This  information  updates  the  people  who  are  numbered  in  John  Stephens  book  “The 
Donnelly  Family”.  Some  of  the  information  listed  about  these  people  in  his  book  is  not 
accurate.  I  am  including  what  comes  from  my  family  and  the  sources  I  found  the 
information  in.  (226)  Mary  Donnelly  is  my  mother.  The  information  pertains  to  her,  her 
brothers  and  sisters,  cousins,  aunts  and  uncles. 


(67)  Richard  A.  Donnelly  was  actually  bom  30  July  1848  in  Bennetsburg,  New  York.  He 
was  married  to  Mariah  Kealy  who  was  bom  4  April  1854  in  Hamilton,  Ohio.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Eugene  (Owen)  and  Mary  Kealy.  They  immigrated  to  the  United  States 
around  1852.  He  died  10  December  1933  and  she  died  18  November  1936.  I  don’t  know 
their  marriage  date.  They  lived  in  Allen,  Hillsdale  County,  Michigan,  where  he  was  a 
farmer.  His  father  and  mother  lived  with  him  until  their  deaths.  He  is  buried  in  Allen 
Cemetery  next  to  his  parents,  although  his  headstone  is  missing.  She  is  buried  in  St. 
Anthony’s  Cemetery  in  Hillsdale.  His  wife  lived,  in  1935,  with  her  daughter.  She  was 
Catholic  and  he  was  not.  Catholics  had  to  be  buried  in  a  Catholic  Cemetery  at  that  time 
(at  least  in  Hillsdale  County).  (Sources  of  this  information  are  both  of  their  death 
certificates,  family  lore,  the  book  Hillsdale  County  Burials,  Mass  cards  and  trips  to  the 
cemeteries).  He  had  issue:

(139)  Peter  Donnelly  was  bom  10  October  1889  and  married  9  February  1918,  Florence 
Veronica  Stitt,  who  was  bom  24  February  1889.  Their  farm  was  in  (not  near)  the  town  of 
Allen.  He  died  7  May  1978  at  a  hospital  in  the  Detroit  area.  She  died  13  November  1980 
in  Southfield,  Michigan.  They  are  both  buried  in  Allen  Cemetery.  Peter  Donnelly  was 
glad  that  the  rule  about  Catholics  having  to  be  buried  in  a  Catholic  Cemetery  changed  as 
he  thought  St.  Anthony’s  Cemetery  was  too  close  to  water.  He  was  a  farmer,  she  was  a 
teacher. 

(223)  Richard  Joseph  bom  18  January  1919,  died  3  October  1969. 

(224)  Charles  Robert  bom  4  April  1921,  died  10  November  2001.

(140)  Paul  (Podie)  Donnelly  is  a  farmer,  and  lived,  in  1939,  on  his  father’s  homestead,  at 
Allen,  Michigan.  He  was  born  10  October  1889,  the  younger  of  fraternal  twins,  and 
married  Loretta  Rose  Stitt,  sister  to  Florence  Stitt,  9  February  1920.  She  was  bom  1 1 
March  1892.  He  died  May  16,  1954  and  she  died  August  16,  1971.  She  died  in 
Indianapolis,  IN  of  pneumonia.  At  the  time  she  was  serving  a  term  as  president  of 
Mothers  of  World  War  II  Veterans.  He  died  in  Allen.  They  are  buried  in  St.  Anthony’s 
Cemetery.  (Sources  include  Hillsdale  County  Burials,  obituaries,  Mass  cards  and  trips  to 
St.  Anthony’s  Cemetery.)  He  had  issue:

They  lived,  in  1935,  at 
275  Bird  Avenue,  Buffalo,  New  York.  They  married  in  1924.  He  had  issue:

(235)  Theodore  (Ted)  bom  9  February  1930. 

(142)  Emily  (Emma)  Graham  Donnelly  was  bom  12  October  1887  and  married  Andrew 
Keating,  a  farmer,  who  was  bom  in  1875.  She  died  5  April  1962  and  he  died  26 
December  1957.  According  to  her  daughter  Ruth  and  her  granddaughter  Dawn  Kunkler, 
her  legal  name  was  Emma.  She  did  go  by  Emily  and  to  her  nieces  and  nephews  she  was 
Auntie.  She  lived,  in  1935  in  Allen,  Michigan,  down  the  street  from  her  brother  Peter. 
They  had  issue:

25  November  1921  and  died  26  November  2002.  They  married  7  December  1944.  They 
are  buried  in  Minnesota  where  they  lived.  He  was  the  athletic  director  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota.  They  had  issue. 

(224)  Charles  Robert  Donnelly  was  bom  4  April  1921  in  Allen  Michigan  and  died  as  the 
result  of  an  automobile  accident  in  Flint  on  10  November  2001.  He  was  married  to 
Marilyn  Jones  15  September  1946.  She  was  bom  9  March  1926  and  died  22  January 
2002.  They  are  buried  in  Hale,  Michigan.  He  was  the  president  of  Alpena  Community 
College  before  he  retired.  They  were  the  godparents  of  the  donator  of  this  material.  They 
had  issue.

Birkam,  bom  23  October,  1923,  on  28  April  1951.  She  is  a  retired  librarian  and  he  is  a 
retired  elementary  school  principal.  They  live  in  East  Tawas,  Michigan.  They  have  issue. 

(227)  Helen  Marie  Donnelly  was  bom  24  December  1927  and  married  Ralph  Harig,  bom 
23  September  1926,  on  17  November  1956.  She  is  a  retired  teacher  and  he  is  a  retired 
custodian.  They  live  in  Barefoot  Bay,  Florida.  They  have  issue. 

(228)  Irene  (Renie)  Loretta  Donnelly  was  bom  26  March  1929  and  married  Bert  Webster, 
bom  13  October,  1924,  on  22  August  1999.  She  is  a  retired  teacher  and  he  is  retired  from 
working  at  an  architectural  firm.  They  live  in  Barefoot  Bay,  Florida.  No  children. 

(229)  John  Leon  Donnelly  was  bom  20  December  1922  and  married  Prudence  Jane 
Bratt,  bom  1  March  1925.  She  died  1 1  April,  2000.  He  is  a  retired  teacher.  He  served  in 
Europe  during  World  War  II.  He  lives  in  Palmetto,  Florida.  The  have  issue. 

(230)  Elizabeth  Anne  Donnelly  was  bom  30  October  1925  and  married  Timothy 
Raymond  McMahon.  He  was  bom  21  July  1916  and  died  23  November,  1989.  She  lives 
in  Oak  Park,  Michigan.  They  have  issue. 

(231)  Edward  Vincent  Donnelly  was  bom  19  December  1932  and  died  25  December 
1992.  He  married  Jean  Riese  Valla  who  was  bom  5  October  1939.  He  played  professional 
baseball  for  a  short  while.  She  lives  in  Texas.  They  have  issue. 


(232)  Thomas  Donnelly  was  bom  24  October  1926  and  died  5  June  1989.  He  married 
Ellen  S.  Schulz  who  was  bom  26  February  1927.  She  lives  in  Bradenton,  Florida.  They 
have  issue. 

(233)  Theodore  (Ted)  Donnelly  was  born  9  February  1930  and  lives  in  Buffalo,  New 
York.  He  worked  in  a  shoe  store.  He  never  married.  No  children. 

(234)  Helen  Keating  was  bom  8  October  1909  and  died  5  November  1995.  She  married 
Charles  Kunkler  who  was  bom  1  November  1901  and  died  8  April  1984.  She  taught 
school  in  Allen,  Michigan  before  she  married.  They  had  issue. 

(235)  Donald  (Red)  Keating  was  bom  27  November  1912  and  died  29  December  1982. 
He  married  Jayne  Pomeroy  who  was  bom  17  October  1914  and  died  4  December  2000. 
They  had  issue. 

(236)  Ruth  Keating  was  bom  24  December  1919  and  married  Phil  Abbey  who  was  bom  3 
August  1916  and  died  14  March  1966.  She  lives  in  Battle  Creek,  Michigan.  They  had 
issue. 

(237)  Florence  (Flossie)  Keating  was  bom  21  January  1922  and  died  10  February  2001. 
She  married  Philip  Baechler  who  was  bom  25  August  1919  and  died  December  1978.  He 
was  a  career  army  officer.  They  had  issue. 
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
